Well-Informend sources sold Mano told tho meeting of results 
af his recent visit to Shanghol, where he said he found intellee- 
tual and non-Communisl “progressive” elreles extremely reserved, 
and “sometimes even hostile” to the campalgn in Chino against 
the minorlty who criticised the Communist regime during the 
“rectification campalan.” * 

The sources suid that Mao inslsted on the necessity of prevent- 
ing “devialiontsm” in China and stressed the necessity of con- 
Unulng the “reetification” movement he Jaunched Inst April. 


BROUGHT TO HALT 


This movement, almed at permllting free criticism to Improve 
the work of the party and government, was brought to o halt 
during the campaign against “rightlsts.” .

[HE harmonica is gradually being accepted ' as a solo instrument in its 
own right and several classical. compositions “have been written 
specially for it.. The recital last night by Lau Mok at the Queen Eliza- 
beth School certainly showed some of the peels of this instru- 


ment, 


Mr Lau chose o most omb!- 
tlous programme’ consisting 
mainly of music cither written 
or arranged for the violin, It 
scoms reasonable, therefore, to 
comparp for .o. moment theaa 
two Ingtrumentg. 


Tho’ harmonica is capable of 
producing a falrly wide range 
of different tones according to 
how far the playor’a hands. aro 
cupped behind: the. instrument. 
The difference between tho 
cupped and uncupped hands 
can be compared to the ddiffor- 
ence between a muted ond on 
unmuted violin. 


Most Creditable 


However, even with the most 
dextrous tonguing, the har- 
moniclst cannot produce the 
same range of cfifects (hot 
violinist can with his bow. 


The yolume rango of o har- 
monica is also more resiriciod 1s 
any tendency to overblow (or 
oversuck!) tends to distort tho 
fone and the pitch of the note 
produced. ;
